On his depar- 
ture, Mr. Tsai showed: him to the 
gate and into his motor-car. The 
compradore was returning to the 
house .when two men, both of 
whom were, armed, dashed up and 
forced Mr. Taai to enter an open 
motor-car which was standing 
nearby, 
In this car ‘were two other men, 
oie being at the wheel. The 


‘|vehicle, it was ”, subsequently 


established, had a false. number 
plate. Mr. Tsai was: rapidly 
driven ‘away by his captors. 

A- member of ‘the gang’: tele 
phoned to the compradore’s family 
after the outrage, saying’ that the 
victim was safe. The relatives 
were warned, not to notify. the 
police, because any attempt to 
trace the captive was likely to lead 
to very undesirable circumstances, 
for which. the. kidnappers. would 
decline to’ assume. respongibility!
